8. ANNIVERSARY OF YALTA. IZVESTIYA AND PRAVDA IN SIGNED COMMEN- 
TARIES ON THE THIRTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE YALT CONFERENCE CALL 
THE CONFERENCE THE CULMINATIING POINT OF WAR-TIME COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE ALLIES WHICH REFLECTED POSSIBILITIES AND BENEFITS 
INHERENT IN COOPERATION BETWEEN STATES OF THE TWO SOCIAL SYSTEMS. 
THE IZVESTIYA ARTICLE MUTES SOMEWHAT ITS REFERENCE TO THE 
TRADITIONAL CHARGE THAT THE CAPITALIST STATES WERE RESPONSIBLE FOR
